Subpoenas calling witnesses to 
testify “in the case of the state 
versus Mrs. Edward L. Guyol” 
were issued by the solicitor gen- 
eral’s office yesterday as the Ful- 
ton county grand jury prepared to 
reopen the two-year-old dispute 
over who killed Eddie Guyol. 

The solicitor’s office has asked 
the grand jury to sive the matter 
its consideration, John W. Sikes, 
jury secretary, said. 

The law specifies a bill must be 
drawn before witnesses may be 
summoned. 

Slain in 1935. 

Guyol, former chief of the lot- 
tery racket, was slain as he sat in 
his automobile with Mrs. Guyol in 
the driveway alongside their home 
on Pelham road in 1935. 

Witnesses were summoned to 
appear at 10 o'clock this morning 
when 23 jurors will hear testi- 
mony.

While the bill was being drawn 
yesterday, new legal action de- 
signed to save Fluker from the 
electric chair took a turn toward 
the state supreme auto- 
matically staying 
Fluker was scheduled to die in the 
chair July 8. 

Fulton Superior Judge Paul S. 
Etheridge overruled a motion to 
vacate the court's judgment in sen- 
tencing Fluker to death, but he 
signed a bill of exceptions and 
granted a supersedeas, which holds 
up execution pending hearing in 
the supreme court. 

After filing his bill of excep- 
tions, Attorney Russell G. Turner, 
counsel for the condemned man, 
turned his attention to the special 
session of the grand jury today. 

Grand jurors early yesterday 
voted to take up the investigation 
of the Fluker case after a request 
had been placed before them by 
Solicitor Boykin, 

Turner Asked Probe. 

Boykin requested the investiga- 
tion in answer to a plea for the 
inquiry voiced last week by Tur- 
ner as Fluker heard the death sen- 
tence pronounced upon him for the 
third time.

Staff officers and aides of the | 


fourth corps area are completing 
plans for participation in war 
games of the third army, to be 
held in the south and southwest 
during the latter part of July and 
through August. 

Approximately 66,523 officers 
and men will take part in the 
maneuvers, which are described 
by the War Department as being 
“the largest assembly of troops in 
a single related maneuver that 
has ever taken place in our peace- 
time history.” 

The third army is one of the 
four main divisions of the coun- 


'try’s military organization and in- 


cludes regular army and national 
guard units. 


Major-General George Van 
Horn Moseley, commanding offi- 
cer of the Fourth Corps area, said 
yesterday he had been advised by 
the War Department at Washing- 
ton that the main concentration 
would be that of troops of the 
Fourth Corps Area at the Desoto 
National forest, Mississippi, from 
July 31 to August 14. Approxi- 
mately 30,000 men and officers 
from the regular army, the na- 
tional guard, and the reserve army 
will take part in the maneuvers. 

These troops will be mobilized 


from points in Georgia, North and 


South Carolina, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Tennessee and 
isiana and will include about 5,712 
regulars, among them being sev- 
eral artillery battalions from Fort 
Bragg, N. C., and coast artillery 
units; 19,337 national guardsmen, 
and 1,450 reserve officers.

| He is George W. Adolphus, 53, 
'postmaster at Burdal, Ga., where 
|and Where few persons know he 
is related to ‘the Swedish royal 
family. 

“T read in The Constitution this 
‘morning that my cousin, Crown 
' Prince Adolf, was unable to be at 
the ceremonies at Wilmington, 
Del., said Adolphus yesterday. “He 
‘sent his regrets. Well, sir, he 
‘couldn't have been any more re- 
gretful than I, for I sure would 
like to be there.” 
| Postmaster Five Years. 

Adolphus, a tall, slightly gray- 
haired man, with a ready and en- 
gaging grin, has been postmaster 
five years at the post office in the 
communtiy of Sandy Springs. 

“IT guess when you come right 
down to it, the royal family 
doesn't think so much of me,” he 
went on. “But I have received 
cordial letters from the Prince, and 
when my sister, Mrs. Carl Hutche- 
son, of Atlanta, was in Sweden a 
few years ago, they all treated her 
fine.” 

Adolphus, who lost his left leg 
in a train wreck in 1905, consid- 
ers that his life has been without 
“much of note.” Yet he made and 
lost a fortune in the plumbing 
contracting business, and built a 
wide reputation as a Baptist evan- 
Bglist. 

“My grandfather on my father’s 
iside was Joseph Adolphus,” he 
‘said. “He came to America about 
'100 years ago, settling in Michi- 
‘gan. He was a well-known phy- 
‘siclan and professor of medicine. 
My father was Hosea Adolphus, 
a contractor and builder. 

Born in Michigan. 

“He came to Georgia about 50 
years ago. I was born in Reed 
City, Mich., about 100 miles from 
Detroit. I came to Georgia, that 
is, Atlanta, when I was a child. 
and I’ve been here ever since, ex- 
cept for a few years in California.” 

Relating his history further. 
Acolphus said he attended Merid- 
lan (Miss.) College. where he 
studied theology and homiletics. 

“I had a liking preaching 
and the ministry, and thought I'd 
take it up as a life work,” he 
said. “But my health broke down, 
and I wanted to be in the open air. 
So you might say it was an acci- 
ident that put me in the plumbing 
‘contracting business.” 
| Despite this, Adolphus’ bent for 
'preaching would not be downed. 
He became an evangelist. At one 
‘time he preached in a tent on 
ithe site of the Whitefoord Avenue 
Baptist church. Later, he served 
two years’ as first pastor of the 
church. 

Lived in California. 

Adolplus went to California in 
1927. remaining two years. 

“That was a great experience,” 
he said. “I made $10,000 in one 
day one time. When I finished 
with the west—or rather when the 
west was finished with me—I'd 
lost practically everything, includ-

The totalitarian idea in government under 
any name—Fascism, Naziism, Communism— 
comes to a nation not as an overnight change 
from democracy, but as an insidious growth. 
Its development is at first slow, the initial 
symptoms being so apparently innocuous that 
the people are enmeshed almost before they are 
aware of danger. 

It has been said Fascism is the result of a 
people’s despair. This is not, in truth, accurate. 
(t comes much more easily than by despair. It 
is, rather, the fruit of impatience, of disap- 
pointment and of dissatisfaction with things 
as they are. 


The motions of democracy aré, inevitably, 
slow. It is the heritage of free men that each 
has unequivocal right to his own opinions. To 
focus the ideas and theories and aspirations of 
a nation of free men and women must be a 
slow process. It can only be accomplished 


through education and public growth in knowl- 


edge and realization. 


In every democracy there must be some who 
grow impatient with this snail-like movement 
along the pathway of progress. These impatient 
ones see the glow of a Utopia built of their 
dreams, down the panorama of the future, and 
they are overly eager to make that vision into 
reality. They do not pause to consider that, 
before he is ready to live in Utopia, man him- 
self must be educated and changed and made 
over. 


So these dreamers of idealism seek short cuts 
to their goals, They believe they are destined 
to lead, or even to force, mankind to the para- 
dise they have, in their imaginings, prepared 
for him. They know, beyond doubt, they have 
the. better vision, that what they conceive for 
humanity’s good must be finer than anything 
humanity can find, unblessed by their own 
guiding hands. — 


They seek rules and laws and regulations. 
They strive-to erect prohibitions and restric- 
tions. They say to the people “Thou shalt” and 
“Thou shalt not,” assuming a wisdom to direct 
the lives and habits of others that none save 
God Himself can ever hope to possess. 


They would legislate moral behavior and 
control all the laws of economics. They would 
tamper with the law of supply and demand and 
the law of reward for service. They would take 
away, by force, from he who has earned, to 
give to him who contributes nothing of social 
value in return. 

They ignore the honest rights of possession 
upon the excuse of moral reform. They ruin a 
people in the name of freedom and destroy an 
industry in the cause of false temperance. 

It is from the regimentations, first of groups 
and then of all human society, in the name of 
reform, that Fascism springs. The people who 
submit, first, to orders promulgated by these 
self-designated wise ones, later awaken to find 
themselves ruled by dicta and at the mercy 
of dictators. 

Human liberty—democracy—is a precious 
possession which may be lost so easily it is gone 
before we are aware. Fascism is a natural 
growth, springing from those impatient to 
achieve a self-created mirage of perfection, 
combined with the indifference of a people who 


has us perplexed: Can a President in a sports 
shirt pocket-veto an act of congress?

INDEPENDENCE FOR INDIA 

Independence for India has again been pre- 
dicted by Mahatma Gandhi, so-called “savior” 
of the country. “Political affairs have changed 
in India during the past year,” he stated re- 
cently. “Many discordant factors have disap- 
peared. Some of my colleagues say dominion 
status will be achieved in five years. Not that 
long. Independence will come before then. The 
attitude of the British government is helpful. 
It is more lenient. More understanding.” 

Gandhi recently returned to Bombay after 
a tour of the troublous northwest frontier 
provinces. His addresses before the village 
groups, it is said, did much to strengthen 
political cohesion. One factor of significance 
is the attitude of the British government to- 
ward the former “passive rebel.” Even a year 
ago, his tour would have been looked upon with 
disfavor and perhaps, if attempted, would have 
meant imprisonment. In a comparatively short 
time, however, Gandhi has changed from a 
thorn in the flesh of British authority, to an 
active champion of the government. He now 
concedes that dominion status is the answer 
to his years of effort to bring about inde- 
pendence. 

But it is frankly admitted by the Mahatma 
that very little progress has been made toward 
improving the lot of India’s millions of poor 
farmers, although he has not lost sight of the 


problem. Their plight, he now thinks, can bet-. 


ter be alleviated by co-operation with the Brit- 
ish; that relief for the masses can more quickly 
be attained if political dissension and ani- 
mosity are first eliminated. 

It is suspected, however, that Gandhi bases 
his optimism on the hope the Hindu and Mos- 
lem will settle their religious differences, which 
have caused generations of discord in India. 
But the caste system, unmentioned in his recent 
remarks, is an almost insurmountable barrier 
to peaceful independence. As in a number of 
other countries, the problem of racial su- 
premacy, preserving the purity of a racial 
strain, is even more difficult to solve than ad- 
justing religious differences. If Gandhi can 
find a way to a peaceful, and at the same time 
happy, independence for his people under 
dominion status, he will, in all probability, go 
down in history as one of the World’s great 
men. 


JAPAN’S FINANCIAL PREDICAMENT 

Because of the unforeseen length and ex- 
pense of the war in China, Japan is finding it 
increasingly difficult to maintain her trade 
balances. Without essential raw materials of 
her own, it is necessary to find either gold to 
pay for importations or to build up credits 
abroad through export of her manufactured 
goods. 

A sharp decline in exports to the Dutch Fast 
Indies, one of Japan’s best markets, is among 
the chief reasons for the adverse trend since 
the outbreak of fighting in China. Exports of 
cotton cloth so far this year approximate only 
half as much as last, with other items slumping 
proportionately. The slump is attributed part- 
ly to successful propaganda by European trad- 
ers, partly to sympathy for China. Retail mer- 
chants are now handling more European goods 
than Japanese, far different from conditions 
only last year. 

Inasmuch as no increase in exports is to be 
expected for the time being, at least, Japanese 
authorities are considering forcing out the 
known supply of hoarded gold. It is estimated 
there are three to four billion hidden yen. Most 
of this is held over from ancient times and is 
represented in works of art as well as in private 
fortunes of old families of the Shogun and 
Daimyo classes. 

Organizations more representative of the 
common people of Japan are demanding that 
this hidden wealth, under the circumstances, 
be drawn into the national treasury. It will 
not be easily accomplished. While it is estimat- 
ed that 1,000,000 yen will, in all probability, be 
dehoarded, the government is not inclined to 
destroy ancient works of art to bolster trade 
balances. At least, not for the present. But if 
the war continues much lonrer, Japan, like 
Italy and Germany, will find herself resorting 
to financial measures undreamed of at the time 
“undeclared” war was begun against China,

WHEN WILL INFLATION COME? 
(From The New York Herald Tribune.) 

In the latter half of 1936 and the first part 
of 1937 the Federal Reserve, the Treasury and 
administration agencies generally that were in 
a position to exert any influence in the situation, 
threw their weight against price inflation. This 
spring the government's policy has been in the 
other direction. In the light of this reorientation 
of government credit policy, the question is fre- 
quently being heard these days: When can we 
expect inflation to take hold? 

If monetary management were as simple as 
some persons seem to believe it is the answer 
to this question would, within reasonable limits 
at least, be scientifically predictable. But the 
plain truth is that there is no way of determining 
in advance the degree of inflation that may de 


expected to flow from a given set of policies.

'THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
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PARTY REALIGNMENT WASHINGTON, June 28.—The Presi- 

dent’s fireside chat has but one im- 
portant meaning—that the President wants political realignment, 
and wants it now. For the first time, he has offered himself frankly 
as the leader of an American popular front. 

That is the President’s own interpretation of his address to the 
people, if the most authoritative sources are to be believed. But 
even if it were not, another interpretation would be hard to find. 

By attacking Mayor Hague, he denied his obligations to the local 
machines of his party. By announcing that he would personally 
participate in Democratic primaries, he declared his readiness to 
fight for his principles. And by defining “liberalism” and “con- 
servatism,” he invited all liberals, regardless of party, to join him, 
and all conservatives, again regardless of party, to oppose him. 

In fact, the fireside chat was the fitting climax to the events of 
the last year or so. He decided, once arid for all, a long and bitter 
controversy within the administration. It will be the prelude to a 
long and bitter struggle between the opposing political philosophies 
in America. If it has the deBired effect, it is the most significant 
political pronouncement of the President’s second term. 


TOWARDS NEW DEMOCRACY The controversy within the 
administration has been de- 


scribed here. On the one hand, Postmaster General James A. Farley 
and many powerful allies have advocated “organization politics.” 
They have argued that the way to win elections is to keep the 
Democratic party together; to do nothing to disturb the old loose 
alliance of local political machines. 

On the other, New Dealers of the stricter sect, led by influential 
White House advisers and such high officials as Works Progress 
Administrator Harry L. Hopkins, have spoken for “politics of prin- 
ciple.” They have maintained that the Democratic party can only 
remain in power if the interests of the local machines are ignored; 
if the party becomes a united and coherent front of all liberal forces. 

For several months it has been apparent that the President was 
leaning heavily towards “politics of principle.” From the start of 
his first administration, his ambition has been to rebuild the Demo- 
cratc party. And lately, in his excursions into Democratic pri- 
maries and in other signs and portents, it has been clear that he 
believed the time for rebuilding at hand. 

Neverth@ess, until the fireside chat, he had held back from an 
open statement of his intentions. In Iowa, for example, he let his 
most intimate subordinates fight for Representative Otha D. Wearin 
against Senator Guy M. Gillette.

And, second, there have been the increasing signs that the de- 
mocracy’s local machines, whose members care for nothing but 
keeping their snouts in the public trough, are preparing to put over 
their own man in 1940. The talk of Garner and Hull and Jesse 
Jones, the longing discussion of ‘“‘middle-of-the-roaders” which are to 
be heard when leaders of orthodox Democratic organizations fore- 
gather, are clear indications that the boys in the precincts hope for 
a 1940 choice of their own making.

They made a lovely 
blue tea set for me, which I shall always enjoy using. 

We traveled over the mountain roads rather more speedily than 
I enjoyed, but we reached Arthurdale anead of the editors. Every- 
thing went off well there. Mr. Baruch, who joined me on my ar- 
rival, voiced what I have been feeling for some time. Namely, that 
there is a greater sense of solidarity and security among the home- 
steaders than ever before. I only hope that the work which has 
been done in Arthurdale, in spite of all the mistakes and drawbacks, 
will give the 200 families there real security and will, therefore, 
give more courage to those in other homesteads all over the nation. 

Our return trip was eventful. We ran into bad weather, skirted 
some storms, flew under some black clouds, and finally landed at 
Lancaster, where we were told we could go no further. So four 
of us were sent in Colonel J. Hale Stineman’s car to Philadelphia 
in a downpour of rain and what looked like small floods in various 
places.

Effort to “find” $11,000 to com- 


plete financing the erection of a 
control tower at Candler field will | 
be made by the budget commission | 
and the finance committee of city 
council this week, Mayor Harts- 


field said yesterday, 

The city is faced with loss of 
nearly $100,000 
funds if the tower is not construct- 


ed, Jack Gray, manager of the air- 


port, told the mayor. 

Hartsfield said the budget com- 
mission would also attempt to 
“find” $16,000 for purchasing 
rights of way for the Magnolia 
street viaduct, 


cost of about $115,000. 


The city already has appropriat- | 
ed $20,000 for the air control tow- 


er, but this sum was $11,000 un- 
der the lowest bids submitted for 
the work by various contractors. 

Gray said county commissioners 
have agreed to morally obligate 
the county for the $11,000 if the 
city will advance it and build the 
tower this year. 


“The government will allocate a | 


$50,000 annual pay roll to some 
other city and will remove some 
$50,000 worth of instruments un- 
less the control tower is built,” 
Gray asserted.
